The examiner acknowledges a proper terminal disclaimer filed on September 3, 2003. 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the subject 
matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

Claim 7 is dependent on the canceled claim 5. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use 
or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 

rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 
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Claims 1-4, 6-1 1 and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S. C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Yeung et al (US 5,376,447). 

Rejection is maintained for reason of record and following response. 

Applicant's assertion, "the instant invention uses copolymer derived from a high amount 
of water-soluble monomer and a small — has no probative value since the instant claim does not 
contain such limitation. 

With respect to a solution at col. 6, lines 34-38, Yeung et al teach the preferred range of 
hydrolysis is 60-70 percent, and found a solution when hydrolyzing the solid level to a level 
beyond about 80 percent . Thus, Yeung et al teach an emulsion (colloidal dispersion) as well as a 
solution. The instant polymer, a terpolymer of vinyl acetate, vinyl pyrrolidone and ethyl acrylate, 
is taught at col. 3, lines 58-59. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this Office 
action.
